VANCOUVER, April 13.—(CP) 
—A fortune at stake, a Vancou- 
ver woman is anxiously awaiting 
developments in a treasure hunt 
off ‘Tobermory Bay, Scotland, 

The woman is Mrs, Maisie Amy 
Campbell Armytage-Moore, who 
says she is a direct decendant of 
the Duke of Argyll. 

The duke, historians say, was 
awarded the Spanish Armada's 
pay ship after he sank it off Scot- 
land some 360 years ago. 

An attempt—the 19%h—is cur- 
rently under way to recover the

The rural health units in Alberta are 
orming an excellent service under 


4 ' dicaps, imposed by the provincial gov- 


ernment, that should not be permitted to 
exis’ 


t. 

The greatest of these handicaps is a 
totally unsuitable salary schedule which 
' will wreck the whole public health struc- 
' ture in this province unless it is drastically 
' changed, 

There are nine rural health units in 
' Alberta, These were instituted originally 
at High River, Red Deer, Lamont, Stettler, 
’ Rosebud, Sturgeon, Clover Bar, Holden, 

Two Hills and Drumheller. In 1945, Stur- 
' geon and Clover Bar were amalgamated to 
orm the Edmonton health unit. 

The salary schedule that went into oF 
eration the first of this month gives medi- 
cal officers of health with DPH a minimum 
salary of $5,040 and a maximum salary of 

* $5,880 and medical officers without the 
DPH the same minimum but a maximum 
of $5,640. 

Senior nurses get from $2,040 to $2,640 
& year. 

No provision is made for better pay for 
nurses with a B.Sc. degree in public health 
nursing so there is no inducement for 
girls to take this advanced training. — 

The whole point is that these salaries 
for doctors and nurses in the rural health 
units do not compare favorably with sal- 
aries paid for similar services elsewhere. 

Most hospitals pay their staff nurses 
more than the health units are permitted 
to pay. And since hospitals cannot keep 
nurses at the present time, what chance 
has the health units to provide an ade- 
quate and continuous nursing service? — 

So far as the medical officers’ salaries 
are concerned, medical men can make 
three or four times as much in private 
practice. y . 


The provincial department of health 
roposes to get over this difficulty by 
pinging out young medical men from Eng- 
land 


But these young men don’t stay put 
when they learn what private practice will 
ield. 
r Out of the nine rural health units in 
the province, there have been five resigna- 
tions of health officers since 1943, 

Of the 10 provinces of Canada, only 
New Brunswick has a lower per oor ex- 
penditure on these services than Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba spend almost 
twice as much per capita as this province. 

The budget for rural health units is 
calculated on the basis of $1.20 per person. 
Of this the province pays 60 per cent and 
the local health division 40 per cent. This 
60 per cent gives the igi ag authority 
to control salaries at the level it chooses 
and many of the rural health units them- 
selves, composed largely of farmers who 
understand and appreciate this service, 
have protested against the comparatively 
low salary scale, 

The rural health units perform a useful 
and vital function. 

They provide inoculations, education in 
health and the prevention of disease, in- 
spection of schools and school children, in- 
spection of eating places and sanitary 
facilities in towns and villages. 

Indeed, the rural health of Alberta de- 
pends largely upon the efficiency of their 
operations. 

It is a very great pity, then, that the 
parsimony of the provincial department of 
health is causing them to operate under 
such handicaps and is threatening them 
with ultimate collapse. 

It is a matter the provincial cabinet 
should consider with painstaking thor- 
oughness, 


Newspapers and Criminal Trials 


Mr. Justice Boyd McBride enunciates 
a very important principle in the Canadian 
system of justice when he upholds the 
right of newspapers to report, fairly and 
fully, the details of court actions. 

In a democracy, public opinion is the 
final censor of all official action, 

And when public opinion ig fully en- 
lightened on all official action, including 
judicial action, it constitutes the greatest 
safeguard against injustice in the entire 
system, 

In fact, public access to all the facts in 


Abolition of Radio 


The proposal of the Canadian Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters that the $2.50 annual 
radio licence fee be abolished will be sup- 
ported by a majority of the Canadian 
people. 

It will be supported by a majority 
of Canadians because it is clear that the 
present system of radio control in this 
country is unjust, uneconomic and unwork- 
able. 

It will be thus supported because any 
system which places the controlling body 
in commercial competition with the pri- 
vate stations it controls is outrageous in 
principle.

forms and the provision of educative and 
cultural programs. 

It suggests the establishment of a 
controlling body utterly separated from 
the national system and having nothing 
whatsoever to do with broadcasting on its 
own account. 

Abolition of the annual licence fee is 
proposed because both the controlling body 
and the national system should be sup- 
ported out of general national revenue, 
channeled through some department of 
government, so that parliament would 
have a direct check on expenditures. 

It is utterly wrong that a body which 
both regulates and competes in commercial 
broadcasting should receive the total of 
the radio fees and be responsible to nobody 
for its expenditure. 

These are reforms that require early 
action. The present system is intolerable 
to private broadcasters and to the public 
alike.

Airplane 
Hazard 


Editor, Bulletin — Recently I 
spent two weeks receiving medi- 
cal attention at the Royal Alex- 
andra Hospital. During the latter 
part of my stay—from March 23 
to 27—the prevailing winds were 
southeast, and all aircraft leay- 
ing the airport passed over the 
hospital. 

With few exceptions commer- 
cial aircraft cleared the hospital 
by 1,000 feet. However, on ciose 
observation, I noticed that during 
these days—especially on Satur- 
day and Sunday, March 25 and 
26—all the aircraft flying low 
were RCAF planes, particularly 
Mitchell bombers. They would 
just clear the hospital by 500 
feet, or less, and the noise and 
concussion from the motors had 
a distressing effect on all the 
patients in the hospital. ' 

Certainly if the pilots of com- 
mercial aircraft can raise their 
planes to reduce the noise over 
the hospital, RCAF pilots—who 
seem to me to have a field day 
on Saturday and Sunday—could 
at least follow the pattern of the 
commercial planes and raise their 
planes to 1,000 feet, to help over- 
come the noise nuisance over the 
hospital when southeast winds 
are prevailing.

Bridge Change Delay 


Edmonton citizens may discov- 
er that indefinite postponement 
of High Level bridge alterations 
is a blessing in disguise, because 
the longer one considers the pro- 
ject, the more foolish it appears, 
It is to be hoped that before 
there is any fuither move to re- 
vive jit, some groups supporting 
the idea will realize how much 
preferable are sone alternative 
plans. 

No matter how the High Level 
bridge is changed, it will still add 
only two more traffic lanes That 
is apparently the maximum that 
can be achieved, Those four lanes 
will serve to concentrate much 
city traffic in an area that lb 
completely unsuited to hanoling 
of traffic. 

On the south side, traffic will 
be concentrated at 109 and 88 ave- 
nue, and, unless special arrange- 
ments are made to close streets 
or build subways or overpasses 
the confusion will serve to hold 
up traffic, On the north side, and 
in spite of study which has been 
made, there is bound to be a 
bottle-neck condition, since the 
Parliament building grounds and 
CPR right-of-way make it im:

Thus, if the project were pro- 
ceeded with, the city would be 
spending a tremendous amount 
for an improvement_that would 
be inadequate before it could be 
completed, 

In an earlier column I urged 
that a fraction of this amount 
would have provided more traffic 
lanes over 105 street bridge and 
would therefore provide for more 
traffic and provide for it at a 
point where it could easily be 
fanned out at both north and 
south sides, Since then Dr. Prat- 
ley, the expert consulted by Ed- 
monton, has reported the need 
for a traffic bridge between 191 
and 123 streets with connecting 
roads through Groat Ravine and 
up the new gravel road on the 
south side, He has also suggested 
the desirability of another bridge 
at 142 street and another bridge 
serving the east end. 

Dr, Pratley points out advan- 
tages of having such bridges be- 
cause it would handle traffic 
without bringing it into centre 
of the city. It would also provide 
a means whereby rural traffic 
from north and west could reach 
the south side easily. 

City planners have also indi- 
cated that studies are being 
made of an outer traffic ring- 
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highway to relieve downtown 
congestion, 

Surely a west end and east 
end bridge would serve a traffic 
route both around the city and 
from outside points, Both bridges 
would be easily accessible, Each 
bridge could provide four tvaffic 
lanes, Yet, considering that they 
would be low-level bridges, it 
would seem that all of this would 
be possible for about the same 
amount as will be needed to add 
just two more lanes to the High 
Level bridge. 


Two Choices 


Now Appear 

Thus we have a choice inspend- 
ing civic funds, We can spend 
the whole amount voted and se- 
cure two more lanes plus con- 
tinued congestion and continua- 
tion of the situation which forces 
all cross-river trafife to enter 
the crowded business atea in 
order to cross the river, or else 
we could have double the traffic 
lanes, plus widely diverging ap- 
proaches serving a broad area, 
plus bridges needed for a ring- 
highway, plus easy means for 
crossing the river in either east 
or west end, and after that we 
would have the fact that with 
those added lanes existing High- 
Level bridge would probably car- 
ry the remaining traffic. 

The city has been making 
some wise plans regarding 105 
street bridge and when the ap- 
proach highways to that bridge 
are completed, it will make a 
vast difference to ‘ mid-town 
traffic. Projected bridges in east 
and west ends would complete 
the network of river crossings 
and would ,also serve ag means 
for developing some river-valley 
areas, 


River Valley 


Sports Area 

These river-valley districts are 
not suitable as residential dis- 
tricts, but are ideal for recrea- 
tional activities, and with ade- 
quate roadways, it would be pos- 
sible to develop the valley as a 
sport centre, as a logical location 
for any new arena, as an {deal 
location for an auditorium and 
for the development of the river 
location, The valley may seem 
isolated at the moment—but with 
new bridges and new highways, 
{t would become easily access- 
ible and city buses can cross 
low level bridges just as easily 
as a high-level bridge, and with 
not so far to fall,
